In  accordanee  with  the  proxisions  of  Si^tion  .3r)05  of  the 
I'olitica.l  Code,  the  St^te  Board  of  Land  Conniiissioners  here- 
with submit  its  >s'inth  Biennial  liejtort. 

The  two  fiscal  years  of  L^D!)  and  ]!M)()  have  brought  flattering 
i-etnnis  to  the  Sfcite  Land  Department.  The  work  of  apprais- 
ing and  classifying  the  State  Lands  is  now  complete  with  the 
exce])tion  of  tlie  School  Lands  in  the  I'ecent  surveys.  As  plats 
of  the  new  surveys  are  tiled  in  the  State  Land  Office  immed- 
iately after  apju-oxal  by  the  Surveyor  (Jencral  of  Montana, 
we  find  that  the  School  Lands  in  the  new  surveys  amount  to 
219,080  acres  located  in  the  following  counties:

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While  practically  none  of  this  land  is  appraised,  still,  how- 
ever, there  is  considerable  of  it  leased  under  yearlj  permits 
wliich  run  from  year  to  year,  until  the  land  is  appraised  and 
properl}^  advertised  for  sale  and  lease. 

SELECTIONS  OF  STATE  LANDS. 

During  the  year  1899  the  State  selected  218,058.34  acres  and 
in  1900  there  were  selected  228,814.39  acres  making  a  total 
of  440,872.73  acres.  Of  this  amount  13,943.58  acres  are  good 
timber  lands  located  in  the  western  part  of  the  state  and  se- 
lected mostly  for  the  credit  of  the  Capitol  Building  Grant. 
The  remainder  is  classified  as  grazing  land  and  has  been  select- 
ed on  the  api^lication  of  prospective  lessees,  and  ]daced  to  the 
credit  of  the  School  Fund  as  Indemnity  School  selections. 

To  meet  the  demands  made  for  the  leasing  of  state  lands  the 
Board  deemed  it  advantageous  to  the  School  Fund  to  relinguish 
the  school  lands  in  some  of  the  Indian  and  Forest  Keservations 
and  select  lieu  or  Indemnity  lands  as  provided  by  Act  of  Con- 
gress. Accordingly  the  school  lands  in  the  following  reserva- 
tions "were  relinquished  and  Indemnity  lauds  selected  in  lieu 
thereof.

In  addition  to  the  selection  of  315,000  acres  in  lieu  of  school 
lands  lost  by  Indian  and  Forest  Beserves  the  State  selected  52,- 
281.45  acres  of  Indemnity  school  lands  in  lieu  of  school  lands 
lost  by  reason  of  their  l)eing  mineral  in  character  ov  claimed  by 
settlers  prior  to  the  public  sui'vey,  making  a  total  of  307,341.45 
acr(^s  of  Indemnity  School  lauds  selected  in  the  last  two  years 
and  practically  all  placed  under  lease  at  the  rate  of  f80.00  per 
section  ])er  annum. 

BELINQUISHMENTS. 

On  December  15,  1898,  the  Board  acting  under  the  per- 
mission of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  relinquished  to  the 
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United  States  8,722.80  acres  ol'  undesirable  selections  made  in 
1893  in  Flathead  county,  Iiopinu;-  thereby,  to  secure  more  valu- 
able tind)er  lands  in  lieu  tiiereof.  Tlie  hinds  relinquished  were 
credited  to  the  following  grants.

Subsequent  to  this  relinciuishnu'ut  iioNvcNcr,  that  portitui  of 
I'lathcad  cojinty  in  which  these  lands  are  located  was  em- 
braced in  the  T'lathead  h'orest  IJeserve  by  Act  of  Congress  to- 
gether with  other  lands  in  this  vicinity. 

Fnder  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Congress  apj^roved  June 
4,  1807,  the  State  is  granted  the  privilege  of  surrendering  its 
lands  within  the  Forest  Reservation  and  selecting  lieu  lands 
therefor.  Tlu^  State  therefore  deeded  to  the  United  States

The  greater  portion  of  this  territory  is  covered  witli  tiinher 
and  it  is  tlie  desire  of  tlie  Board  to  secure  as  much  as  possible 
of  this  character  of  land  for  the  Capitol  Buikling  Grant  of 
wliich  tliere  remains  32,000  acres  yet  to  select. 

However,  the  Xortliern  Pacific  IJailioad  (N)iii])an\-  having 
made  a}>plication  for  the  survey  of  a  portion  of  this  hind  sev- 
eral days  ])rior  to  that  of  the  State,  intending  thereby  to  select 
Indemnity  lands  npon  the  even  nnmbeied  sections  under  the 
Act  of  Congress,  of  March  2,  1801).  The  Commissioner  of  tlie 
(leneral  Land  Otlice  has  derided  that  the  prior  application  of 
the  Northern  Pacific  liailroad  Company  has  secured  it  the 
preference  in  the  matter  in  the  following  to\vnshii)S,  viz:

COXTESTS. 

In  1800,  the  State  in  attempting  to  select  eleven  ([uarter  sec- 
tions of  timber  land  in  ^lissoula  county,  was, compelled  to  con- 
test tlw?  claims  of  several  parties  who  a])j)arently  endeavored 
to  secure  the  land  under  the  Homestead  laws  for  the  timber 
thereon,  and  selling  the  tindier  to  the  lumber  companies  be- 
fore title  is  ])erfected  as  is  the  practice  to  a  considerable  extent 
in  this  region. 

T^pon  a  heraiug  of  the  ehnen  cases  before  the  Local  TTnited 
States  Land  Office  at  Missoula  1Tie  Pegister  decided  seven  of 
the  cases  favorable  to  the  State  and  four  against.  All  the  cases 
being  appealed  t(»  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Oflfice, 
the  Hon.  Commissioner  decided  all  of  the  cases  in  favor  of 
the  State.  The  several  ]>ariies  now  appealed  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  with  the  nsult  that  the  Hon.  Secretary  has 
rendered  three  decisions  favorable  to  the  State,  and  the  other 
eight  cases  are  still  pending. 

C.  H.  Merrill  having  attem]>ted  to  file  a  Devsert  Land  Filing 
upon  section  36,  T.  20,  P.  10  E.,  w  hen  said  land  was  known  to  be 
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school  land,  the  State  has  initial i.mI  a   (.oiitest   for  this  land, 
which  is  still  poiidiug. 

James  ^^'I•ight  having  attempted  to  secure  title  to  Lots  3,  4, 
(I,  7,  section  10,  'J\  29  X.,  K.  5  E.,  which  were  selected  by  the 
State  foi'  Public  IJiiihlin.us,  the  case  was  heard  before  the 
United  States  roniniissioner  at  Fort  lienton.  The  liegister  of 
the  local  United  States  Land  Olfice  decided  adversly  to  the 
State  and  the  same  has  been  appealed  to  the  Coinmissi<mer  of 
llie  (Icneral  Land  Oifice. 

SCHOOL  OF  .AM NFS  BONDS. 

Complyin.ii  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  cd'  the  Fifth  Legis- 
hitive  Assenddy,  approAed  ^larch  8,  18J)7,  the  Board,  actiiiii  in 
conjunction  with  the  'Ji-ustees  of  the  School  of  Klines,  adver- 
tised loi-  l>ids  for  S{;12(),(K)0.00  of  School  of  :Mine"s  Bonds  to  take 
n]t  the  outstandinji  warrants,  therein-  stop|»iuu  to  a  considerable 
extent  the  intei-est  charges  on  said  warrants. 

Upon  XoA ember  27,  1900,  at  a  joint  meeting,  the  bid  (tf  the 
State  Treasurer  to  take  the  Bonds  at  i)ar  drawing  live  per 
cent  interest,  said  bonds  to  be  payable  in  L5  years  and  nurturing 
at  the  expiration  of  30  years,  was  accepted,  and  the  bonds 
ordered  sold.
